about their work as though they had 
been handling the house of .a miU 
lionaire. 
They succeeded, however, 


in. getting the meager sum of $5.40 
from the entire quartet of churches., 


Theyf^also visited the home of B. L. 


Parsons, rector of St.' Mark's Church. 
His home adjoins the church. t When 
he returned he found evidence of the 
work of thieves. They only took a lit- 
tle silver from his house, however. It 
was evident that the same men oper- 
ated in the churches and in the .min- 
ister's home. Skeleton keys and jim- 
meys were used in'every instance" to 
force the doors. 


The money obtained in the churches 


was found in the drawers and.was not 
protected, it being so small that'neith- 
er locks nor keys had been 'used to. se- 
cure it.'

Science then regulates human 
conduct, for true seeing leads to clear 
thinking, clear thinking leads to right 
action, and right action to progress to- 
wards a higher civilization. 


THE FIELD OF SCIENCE. 


"The field of science is infinite in ex- 


tent. It is too broad to be compassed 
by any one man, and is hence divided 
into pure science and applied. 
The 


man of pure science is primarily the 
explorer and the discoverer. The man 
of applied science, the engineer, uti- 
lizes the discoveries of the investiga- 
tor by applying them to our everyday 
needs. 


THIS AGE. 


"In this utilitarian age we are apt 


to overlook the work of pure science. 
The work of the engineer is limited to 
those applications of science which are 
of direct use in the world; while the 
man of pure science is free to work in 
the whole boundless field of research. 
We occasionally applaud some excep- 
tionally brilliant discovery, but 
the 


greater part of this work- In pure sci- 
ence is of too complex or refined a na- 
ture for ordinary comprehension, and 
passes unrecognized. Yet a' great num- 
ber of men devote their Urea to re- 


search, and freely give their discov- 
eries to the world without hope, or 
even thought, of compensation. 
Re- 


searches in. the most abstruse and the- 
oretical sciences are of the greatest 
importance, either directly or by lead- 
ing the investigator, into new fields of 
discovery. 
Pasteur, the well-known 


French investigator, was originally in- 
terested in the study of the apparently 
useless 
science of crystallography, 


This led him first to study the anoma- 
lies of tartaric acid, then the source 
of this acid in ferments and then the 
causes of these fermentations. . Thus 
he was able to overcome the blight 
that was destroying the principal in- 
dustry of his country. But not stop- 
ping here, he applied the same princi- 
ples to the practice of medicine, and 
has perhaps done more than any man 
who ever lived to relieve the miseries 
of suffering humanity. 


"All 
honor is due to the men of pure 


science, but the engineer is also worthy 
of our plaudits. . The great engineer 
has worked with no less unselfish mo- 
tives than the former, and the results 
of his labors have been more directly 
beneficial. 
Without the engineer, the 


researches of science would be barren 
of useful results. 
At 'his masterful 


command the darksome caverns of the 
earth have yielded their stores of min- 
eral wealth; under his reviving touch 
the desert has blossomed with ver- 
dure; and through his strength snow- 
capped 
mountains no longer form a 


barrier to commerce, and the sea is 
bridged by ships of steel. 


THE FUTURE. 


"Yet with all these great achieve- 


ments, we have an accurate and com- 
plete knowledge of only a few of the 
many sciences, and we realize that our 
present 
knowledge is 
small inrleei 


compared with what shall some day 
be at our command. 


"No man can be a master of both 


pure and applied science, 
but 
the 


most rapid development is made, and 
the greatest results obtain, when the 
man of pure science possesses some- 
thmg of the power of the engineer, and 
the engineer something of the unself- 
ish devotion of the man of science. 


"The 
greatest contribution 
which 


has been made by our country to ed- 
ucation lies in the close union of pure 
and applied science that ' has 
been 


achieved in our .American universities. 
For the first time in the history of ed- 
ucation the ideal union of the good 
and the true, the useful and the beau- 
tiful, has been accomplished, and in 
this union lies our bright hope for the 
future." 


ETHEL B. RICHARDSON. 


Ethel Bancroft Richardson spoke on 


"The 
Unification of 
Ideals 
Among 


College Women." She said: 
. . 


"The existence of a true college 


spirit is as necessary to a university 
as are its faculty, its buildings and its 
laboratory apparatus. For the main- 
tenance of this spirit there must Be 
unity among the various parts of the 
university women, and men as well, 
must have that 'esprit de corps' which 
is the requisite for the best result! 
obtainable from a university course. 


"When in 1894 the women of th« 


University of California formed them- 
selves into a body of Associated Wo- 
men Students, it was because they felt 
that there was need of a focus 'for 
their activities and of'a means for 
reaching all women of the University 
to the end that they should hereaf- 
ter act.not as units but as a united 
body. As hmg as the number of wo- 
men students remained below the five 
hundred mark, this expedjent sufficed, 
but within the • last 
few years, tie 


number of women has so rapidly in- 
creased that an organization includ- 
ing all women would be 
unwieldy, 


while the present which consists* of 
four or five hundred is hardly repre- 
sentative. 


THE WOMEN. 


"This Increase in the number of 


women is only a part of that rapid 
growth of the past few years which 
has made the format personal con- 
tact between professor and pupil an 
impossibility. This diminution of the 
personal element in education makes 
even more imperative the unification 
of ideals among college women. 


"During the past year there-have 


been registered 
in the colleges. at 


Berkeley, twenty-four 
hundred stu- 


dents of which ten hundred and sev- 
enteen are women. Of these, 
seven 


hundred and 
seventy-five reside in 


Berkeley during the academic year, 
while about two hundred and fifty 
come daily from their homes around 
the bay. These two hundred and fifty 
spur-students or railway students, as 
the German call them form the float- 
ing population of the college commu- 
nity. They 
contribute 
little to the 


spirit of their university and they de- 
rive little from : it 
Many 
of .them 


spend but tweny-four hours a week 
here Instead of twenty-four hours a 
day.

IN U. C. TOWN. 


"It Is on the other hand the seven 


hundred and sevMitv-Bve -living In the 
university town and breathing Its at- 
mosphere, who do, or at 
any rate 


•homo, wnsUtttts tti« real 
' 


women students. Of these,. however, 
four-hundred, or- more than one-halt, 
are scattered in hoarding-houses over 
which the University has no supervi- 
sion, where no academic ideal abuses 
nor constant tradition obtains. 


"If we are to secure a single uni- 


versity ideal and the high standard of 
living and 
thinking 
which 
should 


characterize.all university trained wo- 
men, we must house the women dur- 
ing the college year under academic 
influences. 
Their 
boarding 
places 


should be Indirectly, if not directly, un- 
duer the control of the university. They 
should be an approved class and tone! 
and should be supervised by a Dean 
of women. They hoid, through their 
connection with the University Itself, 
inspire their 
inmates -with 
higher 


ideals. 


ADVISORY BOARD. 


"Each such home or hall should ac- 


commodate about fifteen women and 
at the head of each should be an older 
woman, either a graduate student at 
the University or some one who knows 
the needs and 
problems 
of student 


life. 
These women should form an 


Advisory 
Board 
to tht 
Dean of 


Women, who then would become a 
most important and necessary part of 
the University administration. 
This 


Board should meet frequently with 
the Dean, discussing all problems with 
her and in turn bringing all questions 
of • interest before the students at the 
various houses. In this way the stu- 
dents themselves would be kept alive 
to important questions, they would 
feel that they were working for the 
best interests of the University. They 
would gain from the 
contact. with 


more mature minds and would learn 
to look at questions from a broader 
point of view. 


"Never will this unification of ideals 


be a reality at the University until 
first, an association of the Berkeley 
women students has been formed from 
participation in which 
the railway- 


.students are debarred and second, un- 
til the students living in fraternity, 
club and approved boarding-halls are 
brought under university supervision." 


W. HARRY DEHM. 


W. Harry Dehm spoke on "The Value 


of College Activities." He said: 


"Are you a representative 
college 


man or merely a student?" Ask this 
question of any graduating senior, and 
you know as well as I what in most 
cases the answer Would have to be. 


"There is a great difference between 


these two classes, the same difference 
that we find between the representa- 
tive business man and the ordinary 
merchant, 
between the representa- 


tive citizen and the mere resident. And 
what makes this difference? I'll tell 
you what It is. 
The representative 


men in every line are the men who do 
things, the men who do not confine 
themselves to their narrow profession 
or calling, the men who are interested 
in their surroundings and in their fel- 
low men, common sense, practical men, 
men with the idea of service. 


THE STUDENT. 


"This Is as true of the university as 


of anything else. 
The representative 


student must interest himself in col- 
lege affairs, he must participate to 
some degree in the so-called college 
activities. 
Mere book-learning makes 


a man theoretical, 
unpractical. 
A 


broader experience is necessary. 
In 


the workaday world there is keen com- 
petition. 
You must understand the 


men with whom you are dealing. Tou 
must know how to meet 
practical 


problems. 
Tou may be a Specialist, 


but a specialist who is not also a cit- 
izen and does not assume the duties 
and 
responsibilities of citizenship is 


'not much of a man. 


"For four years the university Is 


your sphere of influence, your world 
of action. 
Hold yourself aloof from 


your fellows and you stunt yourself. 
Mingle with them 
and 
you are a 


broader man. Of course, you may find 
your associates in the class room and 
in your home, but for real worth noth- 
ing can take the place of the college 
activities. They should be as much a 
part of the training as any class room 
exercise. Go into politics, if you will, 
and you take a step toward the exer- 
cise of. citizenship; go into debating 
and. you cultivate the art ot public 
speaking;-go into journalism and you 
acquire some knowledge ot newspaper 
work; go into athletics and you de- 
velop' confidence and skill. But these 
are not the chief benefits. Far above 
all these is that contact, that associa- 
tion, that competition you have with 
your fellow men. 
Go into anything 


honestly and you will get some prac- 
tical good out of it. If you can't go 
into the leading activities, go into the 
lesser 
ones; 
If 
you 
can't 
go 


into the lesser ones, cheer the man 
who does. I have seen men graduate 
on this pla.tform who were 
almost 


strangers to their 
own classmates. 


They may have received a college 
training, but 1 should not feel satis- 
fled with that kind of a training. 


COLLEGE ACTIVITIES. 


"Much as I believe in the practical 


value of college activities, however, I 
feel that a note of warning-J» neces- 
sary. My Indorsement ot them to not 
unqualified. 
I would n«t have you 


forget that a university. Is above all 
else a seat ot' learning, and that no 
college was ever founded tor the s*le 
purpose of promoting athletics and 
kindred activities. Such activities have 
a proper place In the college, but It IB 
not the -leading place.. Study and re- 
search bold that, place, and when a 
man engages BO deeply, in other actW-

ties that he cannot keep up -with his 
studies, he is making a mistake, he Is 
forgetting the real purpose of the uni- 
versity and he had better get out, or 
start over again. Every term we hear 
of men who have been dropped from 
college because they had engaged too 
recklessly in student 
activities 
and 


meanwhile let their- scholarship suffer. 
Their mistake was in the judgment of 
the proportion of things. 
The faulf 


was not in the activity, it was in tin 
man. If one" form of student activity 
takes too much time, drop that and 
take up some other to which less tlma 
need be devoted. Enthusiasm in one's 
pursuit is all right, but the over-en- 
thusiastic man is sometimes danger- 
ous. 


ANOTHER CRITICISM. 


'•'Another criticism is that our col- 
lege life is becoming too strenuous, 
Too much is going on. The student is 
asked to give up too much time to 
games and plays and dances. The list 
is increasing every term, and if the 
present rate keeps up the student will 
soon have not time for study. 
This 


condition is not conducive to the full 
development of the college man. Too 
much is often worse than not enough. 
The time has come when there should 
be some regulation by the authorities, 
for the university suffers as well as 
the individual, and the university must 
protect its reputation. Moderation in 
non-academic . activities is what 
I 


would preach above all things. 


"Furthermore, the . man who Is to 


engage in college activities, must do 
so with an honest purpose. He should 
work for clean politics, clean athletics, 
clean journalism. . He who makes- his 
university a training fichool for profes- 
sional athletics or for bossism in pol- 
itics, even though unconsciously, is a 
swindler, he is obtaining an education 
from his State under false pretenses. 
Every university student owes a sa- 
cred duty to his State to make his in- 
fluence elevating, ennobling. 


"In conclusion, I should say that the 


representative college man, I might 
almost say the ideal college man, is 
he who blends his college studies with 
his student activities, so that the stud- 
ies are always uppermost, but 
who, 


nevertheless, gives a fair share of hii 
time to the activities, and does so hon- 
estly." 


FINE ARTS. 


NEW YORK, May 17.— Resolutions 


for the establishment of a. department 
of fine arts at Washington have been 
adopted by the Society of Beaux Arts 
Architecture, the members of which 
hope to start a movement that will be 
taken up by every organization of ar- 
chitects, sculptors, artists and others 
interested in the development, of fine 
arts throughout the United States. Ac- 
cording to the promoters of the idea, 
the new department should have sup- 
ervision 
of the construction of new 


postoffice buildings, custom houses and 
other government structures as well as 
the supervision of the development of 
the national parks, designs for national 
monuments and the fostering and the 
development of fine arts of the coun- 
try itself. 
S. B. P. Trowbrldge, in offering the 
resolution which received the unani- 
mous support of the seventy members 
present, 
declared that the time has 


come when there sh'ould be some rec- 
ognition of the fine arts by the na- 
tional authorities in this. .country simi- 
lar to that_.accorded in France and oth- 
er countries on the Continent

OF HEALTH 


TO INSPECT 


ATTEMPT WILL BE MADE TO LO- 


CATE CAUSE OF TYPHOID 


FEVER. 


In an effort to locate the source of so 


many cases of typhoid fever in the 
city, nearly the entire health board left 
at an early hour this morning to in- 
spect • the water sheds of the Contra 
Costa Water Company and also 
the 


dairies in the vicinity. Those in the 
party are Health Officer Ewer, Bac- 
teriologist Pauline Nusbaumer, Milk 
Inspector Archibald and Sanitary In- 
spector Gemmell. 
Samples of the water and of 
the 


various da.iri.js in the vicinity will be 
taken and submitted' to 
laboratory 
tests to see if the deadly typhoid bac- 
cillus is present. 


The local dairies, vegetables and wa- 
ter have already been examined by 
Bacteriologist Nusbaumer to see if the 
germs of typhoid fever could be dis- 
covered, but without success. 


Dr. Ewer, the health officer, states 


in his opinion the epidemic o£ typhoid 
is abating. 


"In Eastern cities," says Dr. Ewer, 
"the number of typhoid " cases 
we 
have at present would only be con- 
sidered normal. We are so healthy 
here that a few cases of typhoid are 
noticeable. I do not anticipate any 
spread of the epidemic, but believe that 
it is "on the wane."

WINDWARD 
WORK. 


Yesterday's early conditions which 


were so favorable to the square rig- 
gers of the fleet, were changed to- 
day. 
The prospect "of a smart beat 


into the wind or a close _reach along 
the Long Island.-shore was quite to 
•the liking of the 
schooners 
of. the 


fleet and especially to those on hoard 
the yawl Ailsa, which is considered 
the fastest of any of the yachts on the 
wind. 


Preparations, therefore, were begun 


this* morning on board all the yachts 
anchored in Sandy Hook Bay for a day 
of windward work and one or two of 
the racers unshipped their foreyards 
which had , been rigged yesterday in 
anticipation^of a.beam breeze and the 
setting of large, light sails. . 


The little bay.-, protected 
by- the 


sandy arm of the rapok today present- 
ed an even livelier scene. thaff.'yester- 
day.

of the vexatious restrictive laws in Po- 
land a|«i the Baltic provinces have been 
removed and the privileges for which the 
natives have beon lighting for years have 
been restored, the assemblies of Polish

harsh ad mind strati ve measures introduced 
at 'the time of the policy of reaction and 
Rus-sification are abolis-hed, unless later 
for purposes of state after the recom- 
mendation of the Council of State they 
receive imperial sanction. 


As a natural' sequence of freedom of 


religion the oppressive prohdbitiorT'of "the 
purchase of land by Catholic peasants 
is abolished. In effect the measures sanc- 
tioned amount to an entire reversal of 
Russian policy in ancient Poland and the 
Baltic provinces.

strictly by inheritance by descent and 
not even by testament, it was designed 
to force the Poles either, to become ortho- 
dox Russians or drive them into Poland 
proper.

Mrs, Ashby-MacLayden, wife of a Brit- 
ish officer stationed in a frontier village 
In South Africa, writes 
While many of 
you in America are living in affluence 
and theorizing about the "simple life." 
we on the frontier posts of South Africa 
are making a practical test, day by da/, 
not merely of the simple, but of the 
savage lite. 
When one is forty miles 
fiom a railroad, 
and 
nearly 
all 
the 
necessities have to be imported, the 
pressing problem Is not how to avoid 
luxury, but how to obtain the most 
ordinary comfort 
"Making a home" is a very literal 
phrase here, for the house must be buut 
from the ground up, and the furnishings 
represent the contrivances ingenuity will 
suggest in the absence of the products 
of factory and loom 
The houses are 
huts, made of earth and sod. 
They 
have stone foundations, three feet deep, 
ana a frame of beams, so there is no 
danger of their tumbling over or caving 
In 
They are built in two models, the, - - 
oblong and the round 
If you want a I i 
large house you simply get a collection I 
of huts, set in a group and connecting I 
with one another 
We have three rounds I 
and two oblongs, grouped as shown in 
the drawing 
Cut off from the kitchen 
oblong fay birch partitions are a wee room 
for my nurse-girl and a store room 
As the South African timber is too 
soft and swift-growing to be of use, all 
the wood in the house is imported from 
America. The result is that ceilings and | 
floors are luxuries and very often the 
earth remains under foot and the sod j 
roof stretches overhead. A much patron- J 
ized ceiling is made of strips of colored 
calico shaped to a dome and fastened I 
with tin tacks to the beams. Our living 
rooms have boarded floors, stained old 
oak, 
bnt as yet unpolished. We sent to 
England for finishing materials 
thres 
months ago, but it will probably be 
some time before they arrive. 
Every 
door and window in the house is crooked, 
which is not the fault of the American 
manufacturer, but of the native work- 
men, 
who cannot possibly buJd straight 
Our furniture (brougnt from England) 
is old oak, and our floors are stained to 
match, so we have left the walla the 
original brown color of the earth, instead 
of putting up paper as some do 
Work- 
ing out color schemes for interior decor- 
ation under such novel conditions makps 
one quite an expert, I feel myself really j 
an authority on the artistic home in the 
wilderness 
Besides tile earth-brown of the walls 
the colors in the dining-room are Vene- 
tian red and a soft shade of green 
I 
cannot have white curtains, for all the 
washing *is done in the river, and any- 
thing delicate is utterly ruined the first 
time 
My curtains are of green, printed, 
double-faced cretonne 
Rods and nngs 
are unknown luxuries of civilization, so I 
have made substitutes out of Kaffir cop- 
per wire, of two different thicknesses. 
The natives use this wire for bracelets,' 
it looks iike brass, and is really quite j 
smart 
In place of the projecting molding, so | 
often found in the modern American, 
dining-room we have a wide beam upon 
which 
are 
displayed 
the 
superfluous 
pieces of our willow pattern dinner ser- 
vice 
The effect 
is very pretty

makes us fe^l wonderfully up-to-date 
and fashionable 
Over the kitohen door 
Is a Venetian red linen curtain, match- 
ing the cushions in a deep and wide 
v, icker seat, upholstered in green.

My bedroom and the

views. 


Attorney R. T. Harding, represent- 


ing the Scavengers' Union, stated thati 
he would be srlad to answer any ques- j 
tlons that members of the Exchange 
might desire to ask him in connection 
with the garbage matter. 


Secretary "Walker stated that he did 


not desire to asck any questions 'but 
would make a fe\v remarks explaining 
the position of the Exchange in rela- 
tion to the matter.

Facts About Orange=Growing. 
v 


A complaint comes from all over Southern California that orange 


growing has ceased to yield returns commensurate to the capital in- 
vested and the skill and labor employed. While the industry is not 
unremunerative, collectively speaking, it cannot be said to be profitable 
on the whole. In some localities it has been actually a loosing busi- 
ness for the past two or three years. The San Diego Union sadly 
confesses this in an editorial, from which the following is an extract: 


"There was a time when the owner of an orange grove in South- 


ern California could count almost with certainty upon receiving each 
year substantial returns upon every acre producing navels or other 
first-class fruit. This was nearly two decades ago. 
During the time 


that has since elapsed, orange-growing, while not as a whole unre- 
munerative, has not brought to individuals the steady profits which 
the capital and labor devoted to the industry should produce. 
The 


subject has been discussed from time to time from various standpoints 
—the railway charges, the commission and the co-operative plans, etc 
The question of overproduction, present or future, has also been con- 
sidered. 
But after all is said and done, it will probably be admitted 


even by the most successful growers, that the industry has not been 
as profitable as it should be." 


Excessive freight charges, the high cost of labor and over-pro- 


duction are the reasons usually advanced'for the absence of profit in 
the orange in the region South of Tehachapi, but neither singly nor 
collectively are they convincing. Undoubtedly they are factors of 
importance, but the lack of profit is due to still more potent reasons. 
The excessively high price of orange land in Southern California and 
the heavy expense of getting water for irrigation outweigh all other 
factors in making up the profit and loss account. 
It is a 
difficult 


matter to get an interest return on land representing an investment of 
from 82,000 to $5,000 an acre when the water to irrigate it costs from 
$10 to $25 per acre annually. 


After paung the expens'e of cultivation, picking, packing 
and 


shipping, the grower must get a net return of from $300 to $500 an 
acre before he can be said to receive a bare interest return on the 
capital invested, to say nothing of taxes and remuneration for super- 
intendence and insurance against risks. Taxes in the orange-growing 
counties of Southern California are higher than they are in any other 
section of the State, and the risks of the business are large. 
So, when 


one studies the situation he sees that the orange business in Southern 
California has ceased to be profitable, not because oranges 
cannot 


be grown to a profit, but because the business down there is on an 
enormously irflate'l basis. 


The excessive cost of water and the greatly inflated prices of 


land in Southern California give the orange growers of Central Cali- 
fornia an immense advantage, which is becoming more and more ac- 
centuated. In Tulare county orange land, equal to any in Riverside, San 
Bernardino or Orange counties, can be bought for one-fifth the cost 
in Southern California. 
The water to irrigate it costs a third or fourth 


its cost belou Tehachapi, and taxes are much lower. In consequence1 


the Tulare grower makes money selling oranges at orices which mean 
a loss to his Riverside competitor. The same may be said of a dozen 
counties between Butte and Kern. 
Besides, the oranges of Central 


California ripen earlier and consequently have a brisker market and 
bring better prices than the oranges of Southern California. 
These 


are some of the reasons why the growers of Central California are 
prosperous while the growers of Southern California are complaining. 


The City Council seems to have discriminated against automobiles 


in giving bicycles the exclusive right to use the sidewalks. The use- 
ful dray and delivery wagon have always been content to stay in the 
street.

ery, supplies, etc., in the open market of the world is not likely to be 
popular in the United States. 
No doubt the commission will save 


money, but it will be at the expense of American industry and capital. 
The money to dig the canal is drawn from taxpayers m the United 
States, and it is only fair that the supplies should be purchased in the 
markets of the United States. 
Besides, taking Advantage of open com- 


petition in the world's markets is a direct impeachment of the policy of 
protection to which the Republican party is unalterably committed, and 
is therefore in a sense an abjuration o'f Republican principles. 
The 


average citizen is likely to reason that if American money is to build 
the canal American labor and capital ought to furnish the supplies. 


Dr. Washington Gladden says what this country wants is more 


religion in the ordinary affairs of life. Yes, indeed; more of the kind 
of religion which teaches men to refrain taking advantage of the ignor- 
ance, credulity and necessities of their neighbors.

In order to 


Facilitate his operations the young man failed to keep a coherent ac- 
count of his receipts and expenditures. The incident is suggestive. 
It has become the fashion to publish one or more papers in all colleges 
and preparatory schools, but- the great majority of these enterprises 
are conducted with an entire disregard of business principles. The 
loose methods in vogue are a temptation to those in charge of the 
publications, and in consequence there is much gossip of grafting 
This gossip is pernicious and demoralizing even where there is more 
smoke than fire, and the heads of educational institutions would do 
well to exert their authority to the extent of compelling a strict ac- 
counting in such matters. Correct methods inculcate correct princi- 
ples in business matters, and therefore should be insisted upon b> col- 
lege and school faculties. Accounts should always be in a condition 
to refute the stories of misuse of funds which too often become cur- 
rent among students. 


An Extraordinary Blunder. 


* The Twentieth Century Miner seems to have a peculiar idea of 


the workings of this government. 
For instance it says: 
President 


Roosevelt, after having decided that such a department would benefit 
the business interests of the country, organized the Department of 
Commerce and Labor, making its able secretary, Mr. George B. Cor- 
telyou, a member of his Cabinet. The wisdom of this movement, 
says the Miner, ,has been demonstrated and the President has been 
heartily commended both for organizing the department and for his 
wise selection of its secretary. 


The Department of Commerce and Labor was established by act of 


Congress, not by the President. 
The business interests of the country 


demanded its establishment, but it was Congress that created it. The 
President undoubtedly made a wise selection in appointing Mr. Cor- 
telyou to organize it, and was equally fortunate in choosing Mr. Met- 
calf to succeed Mr. Cortelyou. While it is only just and proper to say 
this, it is a mistake to assume that the President created a new Cabinet 
office on his own motion. 


If our mining friends expect to get a Department of Mines created 


they wilt'have to discuss the matter with more knowledge than is dis- 
played m representing the President as being vested with legislative 
functions. 


Secretary Morton is reported to have said that the complaints 


about the railroads overcharging shippers are mostly unfounded. 
It 


is also reported that Mr. Morton is to retire from the Cabinet to re- 
enter the railroad business. 
Is there any connection between the 


two reports? 


MAKING THE UNIVERSITY A POOH BAH 


The disposition in some quarters to make the State University an 


educationarPooh Bah is indicated by the requirements of an Act pass- 
ed by the%Legislature last Winter, to provide for the registration of 
trained nurses. While this is a meritorious measure, in its way, it 
provides for the issue of certificates by the Board of Regents of the 
University,, after examination, and that examinations shall be held 
semi-annually, under its auspices. -In accordance with the law the 
Board is about to select Examiners, to consist of the Medical Exam- 
iner of the University and a number oE professional nurses. 


It should be understood that no nurse is required to take out a 


certificate unless she wishes to describe or advertise herself as "regis- 
tered." But it does not appear why the University should have been 
given this new responsibility. 
The Board-of Regents in the past has 


never found time enough even to "heft" its money and audit its ac- 
counts, so as to prevent theft. 


Why then should more work be thrust upon it?—Sacramento Bee. 


THE TROUBLE WITH THE SCHOOL CENSUS 


The work of the census taker is often unsatisfactory. It is idle 


to speculate upon the cause, though it is undoubtedly due to the de- 
gree of thoroughness with which he does his work. Census taking is 
tiresome. There are many who cannot be found at home, and some 
who are obstinate, and look upon the official as a sort of Paul Pry. 
It 


requires persistence and patience to take a census that approaches cor- 
rectness. 
Given two communities of approximate conditions, one to 


be canvassed by a census taker who takes infinite pains and never tires, 
and the other by one who is only middling thorough, and the differ- 
ence will appear to be striking. Oakland is much dissatisfied that its 
school census shows an increase of but 69. There must be something 
wrong with this, for Alameda has an increase of 104, and Oakland is 
five times the size of this town, and besides, has received the credit 
for having grown during the year in a somewhat more decided de- 
gree.—Alameda Argus.

The remarkable lecture of J. W, Erwin, 


the official lecturer 
of 
the 
California 


Promotion Committee, who did so much 
good work for the State at the St. Lou la 
Exposition, was delivered by Mr. Erwin 
last night at Maple Hall. 


The audience was composed of the 


guests of the Oakland Board of Trade, 
and during an intermission President H,. 
C, . Capwell of that organization made a 
short speech at Mr. Brwin's' request. Just 
before he was called upon a photograph 
of Mr. Capwell was flashed upon the 
screen where the 
lecturer 
had 
been 
showing views of California. 


H. 
C. CAPWELL. 


"I'm not a part of the lecture," said 
Mr, Capwell, "but I suppose that they 
wanted to rest your eyes and ears and 
have used me as a sort of slug, as the 
printers call the type they use to fill up 
space. 
But this lecture has proved one 
thing; the theory that you must go away 
from home to learn about home is ex- 
ploded. 
The California Promotion Com- 
mittee is doing a grand work for Cali- 
fornia, and what it is doing for the State 
the Board of Trade Is trying to do for 
Oakland and Alameda county." 
The lecturer was introduced by Secre- 
tary Edwin Stearns of 
the 
Board 
of 
Trade, who declared that all sections ot 
the State should work together for the 
common good, Insisting that only in union 
was there strength. 


THE 
LECTURE. 


As an introduction to his lecture Mr. 
Erwin said: 
"For many years my principal pastime 
has been the collection, in the form of 
lantern slides, of views illustrating the 
picturesque as well as the industrial fea- 
tures of California. 
This was induced 
by a great love for the beauty in nature 
as *well as a desire to preserve in per- 
manent form a record of these attractive 
and inspiring- scenes. 
. "During the past eighteen years I hava 
made an average of one Eastern trip per 
year, and on the majority of these took 
with me a set of lantern slides with 
which to entertain 
and 
Instruct 
my 
friends who were unfamiliar with the 
wonders and the glories of this grand 
State. 
"I had the honor, as well as the great 
pleasure, of prenentmg these pictures be- 
fore many large '..audiences, 
originally 
with no thought other than to share with 
them the pleasures of congratulation, 
"Before long I began to meet In Cali- 
fornia people who had seen my pictures 
as presented in the East. 
"Within five 
years from the time' I first exhibited 
them I learned of many persons who had 
come to California, 
frankly 
adini ttrng 
that their interest in the State had been 
first aroused by these pictures. A num- 
ber of these persons became permanent 
residents of the State. 
"Last year I wais invited by the com- 
mittee in charge of the San Francisco 
exhibit at the Louisiana Purchase Kx- 
positlon at St. Louis to spend the en- 
tire season at the "World's Fair and to 
give daily picture talks on San Fran- 
cisco and California In general. 
"This was in the nature of a labor nf 
love, whiqp I was glad to undertake. In 
twenty.weeks I gave exactly 400 of these 
talks, presenting California pictures in 
that time to more than 70,000 persons, 
and awakening an interest in the State 
which was more gratifying than I can 
possibly express. 
Up 
to th is date 
t 
know of a number of families .from St. 
Louis alone who have come here to make 
.this State their permanent home, while a 
greater number are making their plans 
to follow.v There can be no doubt that 
the seed » thus sown will continue to 
bring forth fruit for the Golden State." 


OUR 
COUNTY. 


After exhibiting views and describing 
many scenes of the State, Mr. Erwin gave 
his attention to Oakland and Alameda 
county, and as view after view was pre- 
sented It was greeted with applause. He 
said: 
" 'Mid pleasures and palaces 
Though we may roam. 
Be it ever so. humble, 
There's no place like home.' 


"And so we will be glad to spend' a 
few moments in considering some of the 
features of our own home county. 
"On the eastern shore of San Fran- 
cisco bay, which it borders for thirty- 
eight miles, lies Alameda county, one of 
the richest, fairest and most productive 
in California. 
Sloping gently from the 
Contra Costa foothills to the bay, Its lo- 
cation is simply ideal, and the landscape 
setting is most pictorial. 
"From the shi 
2 the great inland sea— 
the bay of San Francisco—stretches away 
for miles, affording charming pictures, 
the composition of -which and color ef- 
fects are ever changing. The views from 
the hillsides are also unexcelled. With a 
wealth of foliage in the foreground, we 
look beyond, across the shining .wate'rs of 
the bay, to the great cJty sitting on 'its 
hundred hills, or the beautiful stretch of 
mountains on the Marin shore. Its capi- 
tal city. Oakland, occupies a magnificent 
site, and is one of the most beautiful 
and picturesque cities of^the continent. 


GREAT BAY. 


"The great bay forms the city's west- 
ern front, while ,on its southern side is 
one of the finest land-locked harbors in 
the world, six miles in length. A cele- 
brated engineer, after surveying fifty- 
two harbors for £he Unied States Gov- 
ernment, pronounced none of them equal 
to that of Oakland. ' Here is the natural 
meeting point of/ship and car. Advan- 
tage has been taken'of the natural marine 
facilities, and wharves, warehouses and

constructed, which must result in mak- 
ing Oakland one of the great ports of 
America. 
"The waters of this land-locked harbor 
are never ruffled even in the severest 
storms, and here hundreds of vessels may 
lie at anchor in perfect security. 
This 


moonlight view of -Oakland harbor ia 
certainly an attractive one. 
.One of the latest additions to the city's 
business structures is the .Union Savings 
Bank bu ildingv Oakland's first sky-scra- 
per. This buiiding'would be an'ornament 
to any city and it is .not to be wondered 
at that we contemplate it with much 
pride. - 
- 


"The ^views of the city from the roof 
of the bank building are unexcelled, and 
afford a realizing conception of the city.'s 
wonderful growth and extent. 
In this 
view wo look north, directly out San 
Pablo avenue. 
Turning out eyes to the 
east we see Jn the foreground the depot 
grounds of. the Southern Pacific, the First 
Presbyterian Church to the left, Maple 
Hall, where we are now gtahered, in the 
center, and in the distance liake Merrltt. 
"To the northwest we see below us 
the roofs of a number of the large busi- 
ness 
houses,, dwarped 
i>y reason 
of 
the great height, while beyond ia another 
wide expanse of thickly built up territory

TO THE WEST. 


"To the west we look out Thirteenth 
s treet and readily note the facade of 
the Masonic Temple at the left, beyond 
which is the spire of the First Congre- 
gational Church and the High School, 
and to the right the First Methodist 
Church. 


"The post office .of few cities on the 
Pacific slope are better homed than is 
that of Oakland. 
This superb granite 
structure has been occupied about one 
year, and we may well prophesy that 
with the present growth. of the city it 
will nbt be long -before it Is inadequate 
to the public needs. 
"Another of the recently constructed 
buildings is that of the Polytechnic Busi- 
ness College.

They demon- 
strate the faith of our men of money in 
the future of the city. Only a short dis- 
tance from the heart of the city is beau- 
tiful Lake Merritt—a salt water lake of 
170 acres, the water of which is changed 
by the ebb and flow of the tide. This 
Is one of the attractive features of Oak- 
land, for on its shores are some of the' 
city's finest homes, set in grounds of 
more than ordinary beauty and present- 
J7ig tropical characteristics most pleasing 
to -the eye. 
Imagine the astonishment 
and delight of our mid-winter visitors on 
beholding a scene like this. 


ADAMS POINT. 


. "Out on Adams Point we find many of 
the stately and characteristic oaks, which 
not only gave the city Its name,' but add 
their charm to the landscape. 
The city 
was originally an oak park. Many of its 
broad topped trees have been preserved, 
adding much to Its beauty. 
" Some one has characterized a city's 
parks as its lungs. In this respect Oak- 
lond nas excellent breathing facilities. 
The view Is of Clinton 
Park in East 


Oakland. 
, This picturesque entrance to an Oak- 
land garden at Third and Alice streets, 
Is an attractive scene, the vista offering 
suggestions 
of much that Is beautiful 


Just beyond. 
" "The entrance to the sulphur spring 
gardens, in Piedmont, affords us a view 
of an' aVenue which might easily pass 
for a scene In the tropics.

Mail Men Want Berkeley 


Houses Re-Numbered 


-Trustees Act, 


BERKELEY, May 17.—The- Town 


Trustees bavins received a communi- 
cation from the Berkeley branch of the 
National Association of Letter Car- 
riers requesting . the Trustees to ap- 
point a town numberer and establish 
correct numbers for houses through- 
out the town was read. The commun- 
cation set forth numerous reasons 
why 'such action should be taken, eit- 
mg many streets where the numbers 
on houses are badly arranged, making 
the work of mail carriers /doubly hard 
•and creating confusion for strangers. 
This condition, it was stated, occurs 
in almost every section of town, and 
as new houses are constantly going up 
and numbers 'being taken indiscrimin- 
ately, the carriers urged the board to 
take immediate action in 
order 
to 


avoid future 
difficulties. The com- 
munication was signed by Robert T. 
Welsh, secretary 
of the 
Berkeley 
Branch. 


J. D. Ray appeared before the board 


in behalf of the carriers and presented 
further facts concerning the 
condi- 


tions of house numbers. "It Is a very 
difficult feat," said Ray, "for mail car- 
riers to locate houses on almost every 
street in Berkeley on account of .the 
poor system of numbering. This con- 
dition is not confined only to the resi- 
dence section, but is found in the very 
heart of town. 
Many persons have 


expressed the desire to have this mat- 
ter corrected, but they will not attend 
to it themselves and there is no one 
to send to them. 
The letter carriers 


want the numbers corrected, not only 
for their own benefit, but for the good 
of the town, as the condition now in 
existence is rapidly becoming 
monj 


confusing and harder to adjust" 
Trustee Connor cited an ordinance 


providing that owners must have their 
houses numbered, their failure to do 
so constituting a, misdemeanor. Tha 
ordinance, be statrfd, also provides for 
the appointment of a Town Number- 
er. 


Clerk 
Merrill stated that a num- 
berer had at one time been appointed 
but that he had left Berkeley many 
years ago, after which the numbering 
of streets had been left to the Super- 
intendent of Street's office.
